-WASHINGTON, June 28.—The Sen- 


ate Committee on. Finance today set- 
tled several vexed questions in connec- 
tion with the tariff. It was decideoT to 
leave the rate of l%c on lead ore as fixed1 
by the Finance Committee and also to, 
leave fron ore as originally determined' 
by the committee and passed by the 
House. 


The committee decided to advance the 


rate on pis; lead to 2%c per pound. This 
is an Increase of %c over the House rate 
which the committee did not originally 
disturb, end was made as compensation 
for the increase on lead ore. 


The tea, paragraph was again gassed 


over for future consideration and the 
decision on.coal was reeerved until af- 
ter a hearing to be given to the con- 
flicting interests tonight. . 


The resolution authorizing the Presi- 


dent to Invite foreign governments to 
participate In the Trana-Mlsslseippi 
Expedition was agreed to. 


The tarlft bill was then taken up. The 


purpose'had been to take up the para- 
graphs relating to hides, but owing to 
the absence through* illness of Mr. 
Smith of New Jersey who la interested, 
Mr. Allison consented to let the subject 
KO over. He. stated in response to in- 
quiries that as fast af»..poMlble< the com- 
mittee : would., proceed with ^the para- 
graphs in order and not skip about as 
Senators'might agree. '

One of «he leading spirit* of ttift lit- 


tle town of Sunol passed away Wed- 
nesday with tihe death of Mark Ager.. 


He was born near Rochester,- in tha 


State of New York, fifty-eight years 
ago. 


At the beginning of the war, in 1$63, 


be -enlisted and fought until'the ted 
of the. war. 
He went unscratched 


through fifty-two battles .as a private, 
never receiving a commission. 


When the great struggle had ceaseit, 


tho young man at the age of 26 camo 
to .California and located at Folsom, 
While there hi? .married a young lady 
from his native town, by the name of 
Sarah San'born. The two had known 
each other in former times and the 
young lady followed him to the West. 
In 1868, Mr. Ager came with his wife 


to Pleasanton. In the same year the 
Southern Pacific had extended an arm 
of its system to the town and Mr. Ager 
became the first station agent, receiv- 
ing hia appointment 
through 
A. N. 
Towne. 


In 1870, he took a similar position at 


Sunol. 
After a while he opened 
a 


general merchandise store and became 
agent-for Wells, Fargo & Co. at the 
same place.

He was also postmaster at Sunol for 
ten or fifteen years. 
In. '72 and 
'73, 


Jud.ge E. Nusbaumer worked for .Mr. 
-Ager In his store. -. 


Mr. Ager accumulated much prop- 


erty and built a'number of houses and 
stpres.' He became prominent in 
the 


igrowmg town and took a leading part 
in all its affairs. 


About 1S82, his wife died, and-a few 
years later he married again, while on 
a visit to his old home in New York. 
After a time, however, his second wife 
left him and returned to her former 
home, where &he still lives. 


Two sons survive the dead 
man, 


Archie and LPred Ager, about 26 and 24 
years of age, respectively. They live in 
Sunol. 


He leaves two brothers, one. Lo Ager, 


living In Sunol and the other, Jerome 
Ager, at a station named after him in 
Slskiyou county.

A few years before his death he re- 


tired from active, life and lived on the 
income, from his many houses. At the 
time of his death he was worth be- 
tween ,$25,000 and 
$30,000. - 


•Mr. Ager left a will, in his own hand- 
writing, by which he leaves all his 
property to hia two eons. 


Archie 'Agsr and E. Nusbaumer are 
named as executors. 


The funeral was held ^Friday and was 


largely attended "byResidents of Su- 
niol, friends 
from 
other places' and 


members of the G. A. R. to which he 
belonged. The interment took place in 
Irvlngton..

Church today. The letter was address- 
ed to W..D. McCarthy, secretary of the 
Board of School Trustees. 
It reads as 


follows: 
• . • 


"In answer to question lie to the dis- 


position of money remaining to the 
credit of the Piedmont school district 
after the annexation of a portion of 
said school district to the .city of Oak- 
land, my opinion is and I so advise you, 
that such moneys will continue to be- 
long .to tlie Piedmont school district, 
and that neither the city of Oakland, 
the school district of the city of Oak- 
land, the annexed territory formerly 
constituting a'part of Piedmont achool 
district nor the Inhabitants of such an- 
nexed territory will .be entitled to the 
same or any part thereof. 
"I also advise that the school house 


and grounds formerly belonging to and 
used by the Piedmont school district 
and located-within the boundaries of 
the school .district of Oakland school 
districts under the law, as one Supreme 
Court has decided, are quasi municipal 
corporations. The. Supreme Court .,of 
this State has decided In the ease en- 
titled TJJS Angeles county vs. Orange 
county, reported in the '97th California 
Report at paKe 320 that "in the case of 
division of counties, in the absence of 
any provision in reference to the public 
property and debts, the old county will 
be entitled to retain all public property 
and onsets except such public build- 
ings and structures as lie within the 
limits of the new and'will, also b'e lia- 
ble to all its prior obligations." 
The 


j>rinciule thus laid down is applicable 
to auasl municipal corporations such 
as school districts. Therefore, in the 
case in hand, the old Piedmont district 
will be entitled to retain all the public 
property and assets of the school dis- 
trict es-.cept such public buildings and 
structures as lie within..the territory re- 
cently annexed to the city of Oakland. 
.Hence, it follows that the Piedmont 
school district is.not entitled to.retain 
the" school house and grounds formerly 
owned by it. It la also well established 
that public buildings and structures 
lying within the territory taken from 
one municipal or quasi municipal cor- 
poration and annexed to another mu- 
nicipal, or quasi municipal corporation 
becomes the property fst the corporation 
to which the territory Is annexed in 
the absence of any stipulation. on the 
subject. 
So in .this case,, the school 
house and grounds being located in the 
territory annexed by the city of Oak- 
land become^ the property of the city 
of Oakland school district, to which 
Piedmont school district has no claim." 
Mr. Church then goes on to say that 


this transfer, followed annexation. He 
then continues:

held the city officials responsible for 
the lack of results which, has attended 
the efforts of various paities at differ- 
ent times to effect Improvements, and 
in this respect I beg to enter a mild ob- 
jection as far as the city officials of tha 
past two years are concerned. 


Tha mistaken idea, which to quite 


generally entertained by the people that 
the city officiate can require Improve- 
ments to be made at their discretion 
Is one of the most dlscoui aging features 
of the problem with which the city of- 
ficers have to contend 


The city Is full of critics who persist- 


ently Inquire of the street superinten- 
dent, "Why don't you do something 
Can't you fix this or that street, it has 
been a disgrace to the city far years," 
etc etc And, strange as it mar seem, 
the names of the same publtc-splritedC) 
citizens are sometimes to be found at 
the head of a majority protest present- 
ed to the City Council to atop the very 
work which they pretended to desire 


The facts In reference to thte subject
